You are then 
on the less, than $1.000 list with 6.41D 
ministers. In the event that you are a 
Methodist the charge is that 4,719 pas- 
tors are trying to exist on the $20 a 
week that you pay them. Episcopalians 
do a little better, yet half of their rec- 
tors receive less than the $1,500 a year 
which government economists regard 
as the minimum on which a family can 
be decently maintained. 


The initial cost of the cheapest "fliv- 


ver" on the market is less than $600. 
but a very good, conscientious pastor. 
It is shown, can be hired for a year for 
that sum. 


Ministers in the South are preaching 


to fifty or more cotton pickers who in-, 
dividually are paid more for picking 
cotton than their entire neighborhood 
pays to the preacher In a year. 


One of the alms of the present co- 


operation of .the world's Protestant de- 
nominations is to end this disgrace of 
the underpaid minister. With univer- 
sities, hasiness houses and municipali- 
ties daily taking action to provide for 
the comfort of their workers, the 
church is to keep pace with the times, 
and to arrange not only for adequate 
pay for Its workers, but to provide pen- 
sions for those no longer abte to work. 


It is to move the public to prevent 


unfavorable compnrison'of pastors and 
puddlers. Until then, as for a puddler 
swapping jobs with a pastor drawing 
an "ordinary" salary—never! 
The 


lowest salary paid to pastors is lower 
than any -wages paid in the entire steel 
Industry.

This is no individnal prediction, 


but the admission of men who are 
more or less closely identified with 
the, movement. Germany has been 
thinking; and talking bolshevism a 
whole lot for a year or more." Some 
of the talk and thoughts emanated 
from a real genuine fear of this so- 
cial system; some of 
them 
arose 


from propaganda motives. 


For several months past 
Hiolshe-. 


vism II.TS been on the wane in Ger- 
many. It can iblossom forth between 
now and Anril, it is true. 


Germany has a disrupted railroad 


system, and a bad coal .problem. Of 
course, on these 
things 
depend 


largely her industrial life, and there1 


has been a slumping of .industry' as 
the winter wore on. And ,there will 
be more slump between now and Ap- 
ril according to many thinkers. 


On the other hand, there appears 


better than an even chance that Ger- 
many "will pull through the winter'', 
and then, according 
to industrial 


leaders as well as radicals, the red 
danger is past. 


One of the chief factors in tiding 


the nation over the winter .is the 
fact that n considerable contract for 
lards 
and fats has been concluded 


with an American corporation—run- 
ning into .t2.->,000,000—while at the

work is'getting well underway. Be- 
tween the Quaker organization in the 
States and the proposed system of 
providing means for.German-Amer- 
icflns to assist relatives in Germany, 
it appears likely that the specter of 
famine will not stalk through Ger- 
many as it has through Austria and 
•'< il is iuci ?.-:sing;I\- doing in Hung- 
ary. 
. A full stoniar-h and snfTHent work 
constitute the anti-Bolshevist pana- 
cea insofar as Germany is concerned 
,And, as above stated, the chances 
are better than even that there will 
be enough food and enough work— 
not an abundance in any sense of
